1 . EMBASSY HAS RECEIVED GOM DIPLOMATIC NOTE NO 509959 OF 
AUGUST 3, 1978, IN RESPONSE TO OUR NOTE NO. 1 166, 

DESIGNATING AIRLIFT INTERNATIONAL ON ROUTES C.2. AND C.4.. 

AN UNOFFICIAL TRANSLATION FOLLOWS: 

BEGIN TEXT 

THE SECRETARIAT OF FOREIGN RELATIONS EXTENDS GREETINGS TO 
THE UNITED STATES EMBASSY AND REFERS TO ITS NOTE 1 166 OF 
JULY 19TH OF THIS YEAR, REGARDING THE DESIGNATION OF AIR 
LIFT INTERNATIONAL BY ITS GOVERNMENT, TO OPERATE CARGO 
SERVICE ON ROUTES C.2. AND C.4., IN CONFORMANCE WITH 
PARAGRAPH 2 OF THE ROUTE SCHEDULE ANNEXED TO THE AGREEMENT 
REGARDING AIR TRANSPORT BETWEEN MEXICO AND THE UNITED 
STATES, SIGNED THE 15TH OF AUGUST, 1960, AND AMENDED AND 
EXTENDED THE 20TH OF JANUARY, 1978. 

WITH RESPECT TO THIS MATTER, THE SECRETARIAT INFORMS THE 
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EMBASSY THAT MEXICAN CIVIL AIR AUTHORITIES HAVE INDICATED 
THAT PRIOR TO THE LAST MEETING OF THE AGREEMENT, PAN 
AMERICAN WORLD AIRWAYS INC. HAD SOUGHT PERMISSION TO 
OPERATE ITS CARGO SERVICES ON THE MIAMI-MERIDA-MEXICO CITY 
ROUTE IN RESPONSE TO WHICH IT WAS POINTED OUT THAT THE 
SERVICE ON ALL ROUTES SHOULD BE UNDERSTOOD TO BE MIXED, 

BE THEY PASSENGERS, CARGO OR MAIL, BASED UPON ARTICLE 2 
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OF THE AFORESAID AGREEMENT WHICH ESTABLISHES THAT THE CON- 
TRACTING PARTIES GRANT EACH OTHER THE NECESSARY RIGHTS 
FOR THE OPERATION OF AN INTERNATIONAL SERVICE OF PASSEN- 
GERS, CARGO AND MAIL. IN FULFILLMENT OF THIS, THE 
MEXICAN GOVERNMENT WILL GRANT PERMITS TO NATIONAL AND 
FOREIGN COMPANIES SO THAT THEY MAY OPERATE MIXED SERVICES. 
LIKEWISE IT WAS INDICATED THAT DURING THE NEGOTIATIONS 
TO REVISE THE PRESENT AGREEMENT, THE CHIEF OF THE AMERICAN 
DELEGATION PRESENTED THE PROPOSAL FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF 'SERVICES OF PASSENGER AND/OR CARGO". THE POINT OF 
VIEW OF THE MEXICAN DELEGATION WAS THAT THE MEXICAN AIR- 
LINES WERE NOT ABLE TO OPERATE A REGULAR EXCLUSIVE CARGO 
SERVICE SO THAT THIS PROPOSAL WAS NOT ACCEPTABLE. 

WITH RESPECT TO THE DESIGNATION BY THE UNITED STATES 
GOVERNMENT OF AIRLIFT INTERNATIONAL TO OPERATE ITS CARGO 
SERVICES ON ROUTES C.2. AND C.4., THE MEXICAN CIVIL AIR 
AUTHORITIES HAVE EXPRESSED THEIR DISAGREEMENT FOR REASONS 
EXPRESSED ABOVE AND IN ADDITION BECAUSE : 

1) THE AMERICAN GOVERNMENT HAS ALREADY DESIGNATED EAS- 
TERN AIRLINES TO OPERATE ROUTE C.2. AND PAN AM WORLD AIR 
LINES ON ROUTE C.4. 

2) THE DESIGNATION OF AIRLIFT INTERNATIONAL IMPLIES A 
DOUBLE DESIGNATION ON THOSE ROUTES, WHICH IS CONTRARY TO 
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THE CONTENTS OF THE LETTERS EXCHANGED JULY 31, 1970, 

BETWEEN THE AMBASSADOR OF THE UNITED STATES AND THE 
SECRETARY OF COMMERCE AND TRANSPORTATION, WHICH CONTINUE 
IN FORCE AND WHOSE PARAGRAPH 4 STATES LITERALLY: 

...4) WITH RESPECT TO THE RIGHT OF ONE OF THE PARTIES 
TO DESIGNATE MORE THAN ONE AIR I, INF, TO GIVE SERVICE 
ON ONE ROUTE SPECIFIED IN THE ROUTE SCHEDULE OF THE 
AGREEMENT, EACH GOVERNMENT GUARANTEES TO THE OTHER 
THAT, CONSIDERING THE SPECIAL CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH 
ARISE FROM THE CONTIGUITY OF THE FRONTIERS OF THE 
TWO COUNTRIES WHICH MANIFEST THEMSELVES IN THE LARGE 
NUMBER OF ROUTES CONTAINED IN THE ROUTE SCHEDULE AND 
THE NUMBER OF AIRLINES DESIGNATED TO OPERATE AND 
PROVIDE THE SERVICE FOR THOSE ROUTES, IT IS NOT THE 
INTENTION TO DESIGNATE MORE THAN ONE AIRLINE FOR 
EACH ROUTE DURING THE VALIDITY OF THE AGREEMENT. 

3) THE PRESENT ROUTE SCHEDULE DOES NOT PREVENT ANY 
EXCLUSIVE CARGO SERVICE SINCE THE ONLY CARGO ROUTE 
WHICH EXISTED IN THE PREVIOUS SCHEDULE NEVER WAS OPERATED 
AND IT WAS AGREED TO ABOLISH IT.
